In Hatfield House, Mr. Chamberlain Is 
bortod in work at the oolontal office, 
and double forces at the Royal arsenal 
and dockyards are straining every nerre 
to equip and t ran sport troops to the cwpe. 
It may be set down for certain that 
Great Britain will do nothing to pre 
clpitate mat tern, and the oolooial offloe 
is far from u !ml flag that the cause Is 
hopeless. The report that Great Britain 
has demanded the dismantlement of the 
forts at Johannesburg, together with a 
material reduction in the armament of 
burghers, the oolooial office will neither 
confirm nor deny, although H is much 
doubted.

2i.—The governors of 
Arkaup aa, Tennessee, Michigan, Mis­ 
souri, Colorado uud Iowa, most of them 
acoomp auied by their attorney s general, 
and the attorney s general and other 
rep resentatives of Montana, Indiana, 
Mississip p i and Washington resp onded 
to the invitation of Governor Josep h Dl 
Say ers of Texas, to meet in conference 
for the p urp ose of discttsslug the troat 
question, assembled y esterday at the 
Planters hotel.
